Hr.  Chairman,  laadam.and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  I968, 

According  to  the  figiu’es  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
'the  resident  population  of  the  District  increased  from  3j9l6  in 
1967  to  3,970  in  1968. 

The  standardised  birth  rate  of  12,6  for  the  year  remained 
approximately  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous  year,  (12,3)  and  again 
is  below  that  for  England  and  Vi''ales  (l6,9)* 

The  standardised  death  rate  of  10.9  was  the  same  as  that 
for  1967,  and  is  a little  belovr  that  for  the  coimtry  as  a whole, 
and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  nil. 

Only  four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  and 
these  were  all  measles.  No  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  vjere  notified. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  Staff  for  their  interest  and  co-operation  shovm  to  me 
during  the  year.

All  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  v/aten 
supply  and  68  new  properties  were  connected  during  the  yes^r, 

199  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
talcen  by  the  Board  from  various  sources  within  the  distrj.ct.  All 
but  five  of  these,  taken  from  the  Sherbrook  Reservoir  followi’ig 
very  heavy  rain^  proved  satisfactory»  Steps  were  j-mmediaiteay' 
teken  to  remedy  anj’’  defects. 


Roden -^C  ontrol 

During  the  year  91  properties  were  inspected  either  as  a 
result  of  complaints  or  because  of  survey  under  the  Act,  Of  these, 
60  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  and  treated  accordingly, 

145  rats  were  destroyed. 


All  Council  properties,  including  the  refuse  tip,  are  inspected 
regularly  and  treated  as  required. 

Test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year  v/ith 
negative  results. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Sewerage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between  one 
hour  ax’ter  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low  water,  the  f.ov;er 
outfall  vel'^e  being  operated  electrically  on  a tidal  time  switch 
to  maintain  these  conditions.  No  difficulties  were  encountered 
T-rith  tiis  operation  or  disposal  of  sewage. 

House  Refuse 

House  refuse  is  collected  weelky  from  all  premises  within 
the  area,  additional  collections  being  made  from  certain  trade 
premises,  a service  for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a controlled  tip  at  South  Farm  Road 
■-.here  a tractor  is  used  to  spread  the  refuse  and  to  cover  it  with 
a suitable  thickness  of  earth. 

During  the  year,  an  area  of  the  tip  which  had,  over  a period 
of  years,  been  filled  in  was  cleared  of  scrub  and  uAiergrowth, 
levelled  and  sown  with  grass  seed.  The  area  was  enclosed  by  a 
fence  end  has  been  handed  back  to  Clinton  Devon  Estates,  the 
owners  of  the  land.  It  now  presents  an  appearance  little  different 
from  any  ordinary  grazing  land. 


During  the  year  20  new  houses  and  6 new  flats  have  been 
erected  by  private  enterprise.  These  comprised  12  two  bedroomed 
and  6 three  bedroomed  houses,  all  the  flats  being  wo  bedroomed, 

19  one  bedroomed  bungalows  and  one  Y/’arderfs  House  Y/ith  four 
bedrooms  were  completed  by  this  Counci.1,  In  addition,  22  three 
bedroomed  houses  were  completed  for  sale.  The  Coioncil  now  own 
282  properties  as  against  262  in  1967o
